Adlal Stevenson will be nom!* 
nated on the second ballot, it 
was predicted today by Walter 
A. Hilsbos, of Bensalem Town* 
ship, a delegate to the Democra­ 
tic National Convention. 


In a telephone interview with 
the Courier and Times this morn­ 
ing, Mr. Hilsbos said there is a
